Most of it con­ 
sists of small wood lots from which 
the owners dtuive their tim ber supplies 
for farm purposes. 
It was to help the farm er in caring 
for his timber land that the bureau of 
forestry several years ago undertook 
to furnish him. without cost, with the 
services of its forest (ms. The 
offer 
proved popular, and applications for 
assistance have far exceeded the abil­ 
ity of the bureau, with its limited num­ 
ber of trained foresters, 
to 
answ'er 
them. 
During the season just passed 
the bureau has 
accomplished 
more 
than ever before in putting small wood 
lots under forest management and in 
teaching the farm er how properly to 
treat his timber. Two 
experts 
have 
been employed in the north and south 
who have examined and have put un­ 
der 
management 
several 
thousand 
acres of wood land. 
A éreat deal of wood is consumed 
every year on the farm for fuel, posts, 
poles and other uses. Ordinarily, 
the 
farm er cuts what he needs without 
thought as to whether he is lessening 
the power 01 his forest constantly to 
yield i^s supplies. 
The result Is that 
the forest becomes poorer every year 
and less able to furnish thç wood its 
owner needs. 
The skill the farm er 
exercises in the manag^'ment of 
his 
crops is not the kind that enables him 
to manage 
properly his timber. 
He 
needs the services of a forester. 
rsualiy. only one visit to the farm 
by the bureau’# expert is necessary, 
and this service is given without cost 
to the owner. When, as occasionally 
happens, a second visit is needed, the 
owner is required to pay the traveling 
and living expenses of the expert while 
employed at the work.

FORESTRY FOH FARMERS 


Services of the Government Bureau 
Placed at Their Disposal 
Without Cost. 
Washington, December IO. — (Spe 
•elal.)—The farmers of this 
country 
own about 500,000,000 acres of wood 
land, IO times the acreage of all the 
federal forest reserves. Most of it con­ 
sists of small wood lots from which 
the owners derive their timber supplies 
for farm purposes. 
It was to help the farmer in caring 
for his timber land that the bureau of 
forestry several years ago undertook 
to furnish him, without cost, with the 
services of its foresters. The 
offer 
proved popular, and applications for 
assistance have far exceeded the abil­ 
ity of the bureau, with its limited num­ 
ber of trained foresters, 
to 
answer 
them. 
During the season just passed 
the bureau has 
accomplished 
more 
than ever before in putting small wood 
lots under forest management and in 
teaching the farmer how properly to 
treat his timber. Two experts have 
been employed in the north and south 
who have examined and have put un­ 
der 
management 
several 
thousand 
acres of wood land. 
A great deal of wood is consumed 
every year on the farm for fuel, posts, 
poles and other uses. Ordinarily, the 
farmer cuts what he needs without 
thought as to whether he is lessening 
the power oi his forest constantly to 
yield its supplies. 
The result is that 
the forest becomes poorer every year 
and less able to furnish the wood its 
owner needs

Mrs. J. C. Nealy, Her Two Daughtera 
and a Son Run Down by Passenger 
Train—Father Goes Insane. 
Findlay, 0„ Dec. IO.—Mrs. J. C

FORESTRY FOR FARMERS 


Service* of 
the 
Government Bureau 
Placed at Their Disposal 
Without Cost. 
Washington, December IO. — (Spe­ 
cial.)—The farmers of this 
country 
own about 500,000,000 acres of wood 
land, IO times the acreage of all 
the 
federal forest reserves. Most of it con­ 
sists of small wood lots from which 
the owners derive their timber supplies 
for farm purposes. 
It was to help the farmer in caring 
for his timber land that the bureau of 
forestry several years ago undertook 
to furnish him, without cost, with the 
services of its foresters. The 
offer 
proved popular, and applications for 
assistance have far exceeded Hie abil­ 
ity of the bureau, with its limited num­ 
ber of trained foresters, 
to 
answer 
them. 
During the season just passed 
the bureau has 
accomplished 
more 
than ever before in putting small wood 
lots under forest management and in 
teaching the farmer how properly to 
treat his timber. Two 
experts 
have 
been employed in the north and south 
who have examined and have put un­ 
der 
management 
several 
thousand 
acres of wood land. 
A great deal of wood is consumed 
every year on the farm for fuel, posts, 
poles ami other uses. Ordinarily, 
the 
farmer cuts what 
he needs without 
thought as to whether he is lessening 
the power ot his forest constantly to 
yield its supplies. 
The result is that 
the forest becomes poorer every year 
and less able to furnish the wood its 
! owner needs.
